The salary received by Gerald Fitzgibbon, Esq., as Master in Chancery, 
since December I860, amounts to 2,500 l. a year, payable quarterly out of the 
Consolidated Fund on every 5th January and corresponding quarterly days, as 
fixed by the Act 13 & 14 Viet. c. 51, s. 28. There are no other emoluments 
attached to said office, and no other remuneration in any shape is received by 
said Master. 

Nothing has been paid into his office during the same period for audit of 
Grand Jury Presentments, nor are any Grand Jury Presentments audited 
by said Master. The amount paid yearly into the Bank of Ireland on account 
of what is called “ The Fee Fund for Audit of County Treasurers’ Accounts,” 
and to be applied in defraying the expenses of that audit,, from the 25th March 
1860 to 25th March 1868, is stated at foot. The sums so stated are the 
amounts produced by a computation of 3 5. on every 100 l. to which the debit 
sides of the several County Treasurers’ Accounts amounted each year ; and 
this rate was fixed by an Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council made on the 
19th November 1842.
